London, Feb. 28.— The under secre- 
tary of the foreign oftice, Rt. Hon. 
George N. C'nrzon, replying to Mr. W. 
C'oildiiigton, Conservative member for 
Bhickburn, in the House of Commons 
tu-day confirmed a statement mode in 
the German Beichstag on February 22, 
by tlie German minister of foreign 
affairs. Baron Marschall von Bieber- 
stein, regarding the re-opening of the 
fiidian laint.s. Upon that occasion Baron 
vdii Bicberatein euid that the Geriuan 
anibiiHsador iit London, Count voii Ilatz- 
feldt, hud been directed to iiiionn (ireat 
liriiaiji that tlie chancellor was about to 
announce in the Reichstag that it regard- 
ed the opening of the Indian niiiitu 
as a neeeaaary precedent to inter- 
national negotiations regarJine bi- 
metallism and that it understood 
that the reopening of the mints was not 
anticipated within a measurable period. 
Continuing Baron Marachall von Bieber- 
steiii iKhieil that the government of 
Great Britain responded by acciuiescing 
III this Htateineiit. Mr. Curzon, however, 
explained that the Maninis of Salis- 
bury's reply to Count vou llatzfeldt was 
eunliued to a alateiuent of the facta then 
e-xistiuL', ami was not interuled to apjily 
to possible intentions in the future. 
The statement made by tlie I'irst Lord 
of the Treasury, Mr. A. .F. Balfour, in 
the House of Comniona on February L'O, 
was, Mr. Curzon adiled, an e.Kpression 
of the views of the government 
on the subject. Mr. Balfour then 
said it WHS not true that Germany 
had approaebetl Great Britain with a 
view to the (tonclusiun of a monetary 
agreement. The Britisli government, 
he added, was willing to consider the 
matter of reopening the Indian mints, if 
such action could bo made part of a 
saiisfiictury seheiiiu of currency reform. 

A coinpiiiiy is Ixiing formed in Berlin 
to represent a number of local firms in 
.Jolianneshiirg, including a general 
mining and linance corporation, Krupj) 
and Cursor! works, Magdeburg; tlio 
Saxon machine works, Chemnitz; the 
Union Electric Co., Berlin ; the Mining 
Union, Mulheim; Felton & Guillatime, 
Mulheiui; and Wolf Buchau, Magde- 
burg. 

Ttie action of the United States senate 
yesterday on the Culmn question has 
aroused coiiinient in the press of this 
city. An editorial in the Standard says : 
" The senate has placed President Cleve- 
land in a highly embarrassing position. 
It is unlikely that the proud Spanish 
nation would yield if America threatened 
war on behalf of Cuba. It is much lo 
be hoped that President Cleveland will 
act prudently." 

Am editorial in the Times on the same 
Hubject says: "The resolution is very 
eiiibarraBsiiig for Spain, ^vh«, while she 
cannot but regard tlio recognition as an 
unfriendly art, is in no position to resent 
ii. She could gain notliiiig by declaring 
war against the Unitetl States who in 
addition ean niake out a case, which is 
at least plausible, that it is merely a 
tardy and relucUuit recognition of 
palpable facts." The suppleineiituiy 
resolulion was avowedly added in defer- 
ence to those who wcnilcl gladly provoke 
a war with Spain. The jjropo.sals 
for the independence of Culia 
presented as they probably would 
be with a directness of speech in which 
American politicinns often indulge, 
could not fail lo prove in the highest de- 
giec ollensive lo :i )iioud and sensitive 
peo]ile. WhatcviM- ciiursetho president 
deeuics to take, llii- resolution and the 
iiillaiiimatorv hirii;uage in which it was 
discussed, demand Ihe nioHt serious con- 
sideration hv Si)ain. llcr position is 
one of such <iilliciilty and delicacy that 
ahenniv well command the sympathy 
even of' tho~e disapproving the recant 
historv of Cuba. 

A des[Kitch fi-om Madrid says that the 
papers there ]nililish some curious 
aUitislies its to the cost of the Cuban 
war. Nearly 118,0(10 men have bei;n 
sent to tbe island, and the cost of the 
rebellion has already amounted to £10,- 
000,000. ,. . , 

The Morning Post in an editorial 
urges that the tripartite government of 
Samoa has failed and that the time has 
arrived to reconsider the treaty. It 
complains that although the English 
oiitiuniiber llu; (ierinaiis and Americans 
in the island all the posts are conferred 
upon others tliail British. 

A desiiatch from Havana says that 
the Ueforniists and AtiUjiioinists have 
decided to abstain from voting at the 
elections. 

Xaratheodory Pasha, Governor of 
Crete, has resigned the pooition in con- 
scquence of the Turkish misgovernment 
of the island. 

The members of the reform committee 
of Johannesburg, resent the repeated de- 
liivs in bringing them to trial.. Their 
bail gives them only a nominal liberty, 
and the payment of the guards costs £20 
daily.

Sir Donald A. Smith Hopeful of 
Compromise on the School 
Question. 



Fisheries Report Speaks Favorably 
of the Year's Results iu 
British Coluiabia. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Feb. 28. — The caucus of 
private members of the Conservative 
party was fairly well attended. It is 
not unlikely that important results will 
flow from it. The greatest good-feeling 
was manifested. Sir John Carting 
occupieil the chair. Sir Donald Smith 
was i)resent, his siieech being the im- 
portant one of tbe gathering. lie re- 
marked that the time for compromise 
on the school <iueation had not gone by. 
Incidentally he observed that had 
negotiations with Mr. Greenway been 
gone about in a dillbrent manner, some 
months ago, the remedial bill might not 
have been before i)arlianient to-day. 

The principal discussion centred round 
tbe motion of Dr. Weldon for the ap- 
pointment of a committee to interview 
the government with a vie'A' to securing 
some rnodilication in tlie rerneditil bill 
so tliat the measure might be acceptable 
to all parties. The motion was discuss- 
ed at some length and eventually the 
Professor carried his point. Sir Donald 
Smith, Mr. r>arivieie and he being ap- 
pointed a sub-conunittee to arrange for 
a tieputation to wait on the governmpnt. 
\ general caucus of the party will he 
held on Tuesday, when the members, of 
the government will be present. 

The Canadian Jockey Club secured in- 
Dorporation to-day. The jurisdiction of 
the club extends only to affiliated 
bodies. 

Mr. Devlin, Grit member for Ottawa 
county, announces that he will support 
the remedial bill. 

Mr. McCarthy will ask if Sir Donald 
Sniitli was autliorized to proceed to 
Manitoba on behalf of the government.

Steamer "St. Pierre," the C. P. N. 
Co.'s Latest Pnrchase, Lost 
En Bonte Here. 



Captain Sears and Presumably His 
Cre'^v Arrive at Gibraltar — 
Meagre Particulars.

Unexpected news in the shape of a 
cable message from Captain Sears, of the 
steamer St. Pierre, came to the C. P. N. 
Company early yesterday afternoon, 
announcing the total loss of that vessel, 
she having left Halifax for Victoria on 
the 12tli inst. The message merely 
states that the steamer St. Pierre had 
been wrecked and abandoned at sea. 
This message coming from Gibraltar 
could not ■well be interiireleil by the 
C.P.X. officials, andtlieonly way in w hich 
they can account for it is that the cap- 
tain arrived there on some trans-Atlantic 
liner going to tbe Mediterranean Sea. 
The crew of the vessel, not having been 
spoken of in the message, are presum- 
alily with the Captain, and the general 
supposition is that after tbe disaster 
they abandoned the steamer, being 
afterwards pitdted up by a passing ves- 
sel. The St. Pierre, as alreiidy known, 
was but recently purchased by the 
C.r.N. Co. to run on the West Coa.st 
route, and a full dcscri])t ion, together 
with an engraving of her. was published 
in the Colonist of the iltli inst. Ca])t. 
Sears was not the only N'ictoi ian aboai-d 
and, tliei-cfore, further news regarding 
the ship's fate is anxiously awaited. 
This will jirobahly be forthcoming to- 
day. The St. Pierre carriinl a crew all 
tol'd of twenty mei;. She bad ?;-iO,000 
insurance on her, largely held by .\meri- 
can companies, the China of Boston 
carrying about $8,000. The transfer of 
the steamer's register from Halifax to 
Victoria was, it is understood, shortly to 
liave been made. 

A sjjccial despatch from Halifax 
conlirms the news given in the C. P. N. 
Co.'s Gibraltar cable, but adds little to 
the meagre inlonnation therein (con- 
tained. Besides Captain Sears, there 
were on board the lost steamship at least 
two other Vii;toriaiis, the chief engineer 
and the second officer, the former of 
whom was accompanied on tbe fateful 
trip by his sister.

SiOOL liiS BILL 



The Public Meeting at the City Hall 
Only Fairly Attended 
Last Night. 



The Premier aiul Several Members 
of the Li'{?islature l^xplain 
Their Position. 



The public meeting in the city hall last 
night to di.scuss the school lands bill wa.s 
only fairly attended. The room was not 
nearly as well lilled as is usual at public 
meetings, and towards the cii.l tlie jjeoplo 
got restless, and numerous internijitions 
were indulged in. 

Mr. Edward Bragg, the chairman, briefly 
(>])ene(I the nn'ctnif;, (iiid askeil for a fair 
and impartial liciuiiif; I'lifall tlie speakers. 

Hon. J. H. Turner upon being culled said 
that he had.no information as to who called 
the meeting beyond an invitation signed by 
" K. H. Jameson, chairman of com in it tue." 
Public meetings had usually been called by 
llie Mayor, hut as Mr. iTcaven hud not 
called tfiis one, he (Mr. Turner) woulil like 
to hear the view s of those who had called it 
before he spoke. 

This nifPting with the approval of the 
audience, tbe chairman invited some of tlie 
originators of the meeting to come for- 
ward. 

Aid. Marchunt, though ho disclaimed 
having anything todo with summoning the 
nieelinp, then took the platl'orm. He be- 
lieved in. discussing tbe ticbool lands bill 
with the memhors of the legislature, and 
stated that he disagreed with the proposed 
act. The bill did not act aside lands tor an 
educational fuiul, but only provided lor 
the proceeds of Ihe side ol land warrants 
lieiug used for ediicntional purposes. The 
money, however, was lo be paid into the 
general revenue. It was true that the 
iainls would be ostensibly oliered at public 
auction, but in reality it was only the land 
warriintH that wcnhl be siild. Tbe bill 
would have the elleet of retarding settle- 
ment and would induce speculation in pub- 
lie lands. He closed by moving that the 
meeting disapprove of the bill and that 
tlie viiy members be requested to vote 
against'ils linal reading. 

The cliairman again read the resolution 
and gave ample time for any person to 
sec<nid it, but no one voluntoerea. Finol- 
ly Mr. (.arlaiid came to the rescue and Said 
lie would second it. 

Iliiii. J. 11. Turner, in reply to one of the 
cnntcntionB raised in the house against the 
bill by Mr. Cotton, that selling wild lands 
was getting rid of the assets of the prov- 
ince, iKiinted out that while crown lands 
did not produce revenue, their sale not 
only bi-oiiglit into the treasury the price 
lor "which the litiul Wiissold, but as im- 
proved or wild lands they would have to pay 
yearly taxes also. In consei]uence it could 
iiot be disputed that tbe sale of lands in 
tills wav added lo the assets of the prov- 
ince instead of taking away^ from them. 
Thousands of acres of idle land were 
what might bo called a dead asset;' 
hut when sold they would be turned il^to 
live assets. Piuaiiuial men in England had 
advised that the province should revert to 
the systeni of land sales as they preferred 
leiuling <iii land liringing in a revenue. 

In re]ilytoMr. Marcbant be maintained 
that it was quite possible that llie warrants 
would bring more llian the upset price at 
auction, and tboii|;li he admitted that a 
land liooni was liiul, a little lillip to real 
property just now woulil not hurl the prov- 
mce. 'I'he people who bought the warrants 
and took up land would not hold it very 
lone for speculation, for they would not 
care to kee)) it unproductive. Besides, there 
were small farmers who jireferred to buy 
tlieirbind outright riitlier than ])re-cnipt. 
Thiit was one of llie things tlie farm dele- 
gates I'riitii lOiigland had asketl for, as the 
small farmers in lOiiglaiul preferred 
to buy anil own Ibeir places outright. 
Tlie inteiuiiiti of llie liill was to hel]) the 
educal ional funds, anil they could w ell see 
that soniethinf; of lliis kind had to be done 
when he told them how the expeicie of edu- 
cation liad increased friim |-17,()IX) in 1881 to 
■t;22-,(ioo t his year. Wliile the revenue of 
the province' had steadily increased, they 
must remember that three or four years 
a^'iiby stopping land sales some f'200,000 a 
year iiad been swept away. When some 
people talked abmit the deidiiie of revenue 
they seemed to fiirgcl this fad. The cost 
of education, hospitals, roatis and cliarities 
was not borne by the states ou the other 
side of the line as it was in this prov- 
ince. 

For its vast extent and small population 
the amount spent by British Columbia on 
education was not lo be equalled in any 
iiart of the world, ( .-Vpplaiisc. ) lie (.Mi". 
I'urner) was not in I'livor of kecjiiiif,' down 
e<liic;iti(in and some way had to be got of 
helpiiif; lo carrv it on and the natural way 
was to use the lands of the iiroviiice for tics 
[lurpose. 

'J'liis method was recognized in every 
jirovince of the Doniiiiion lo-day save Brit- 
ish Columbia, 'fhe reason for adopting 
tlie system of selling warrants, luid then 
allow iiif,' llic land to be taken up on them, 
was because tlie nietliiid of setting aside 
slated seclions as in other provinces would 
not do licre. Willi sucli an extent of 
niounlain ciiuntry in the province, some 
of Illinois might be ou tbe top.s of luouii- ' 
tains. 'I'll prevent tiiii lar^e qliaulitieH in 
one section being lield by one man it was 
intended to insert an amendment 
iu the bill to the ell'ect that no 
location of laud warrants shall be 
uermitteil of larger size than 640 acres. The 
nitervening lots of government land would 
he oncn lo pre-emption. Besides, even 
if eventually the amount from 
such land sales grew large, the 
bouse had control of the cxpendilure for 
they would have to vote it. The bill per- 
mitted the .sale of not iiioric lliaii ,')O0,(X)l( 
acres in one year, but this vear tlie goveni- 
ineiit only in'teiided to sell" KKl.OOO acres to 
iisccrtaiiriiow the liiU worked. lOvery child 
in the |irovlnce was entitled to an education 
and it was the sole aim of tbe bill to carry 
nut this idea to the best possible advantage. 
(Apjilause.) 

Mr. Turner concluded by saying that 
" If tbe government sued eil in selling a 
certain amount of land for this purpose, it 
would enable more of the general revenue 
lo be .spent on necessary jiublic works, SUCh 
us roads— a most importanl, thing for the 
settlement of the province." 

The Premier was greeleil vvith ai)])lause 
as he took his seat. 

Mr. II. P. llithet. M.P.I'., tbcnext speak- 
er, said that while lie took exception to the 
irregular way in which the meeting 
had been called, it was not because 
lie hud not wished to atleiul 
but he believed that it should liave been 
convened in a more regular way. He agreed 
with Mr. Marelinnt in one thing, that be 
preferied ii few liniicst hard working set- 
tlers to twice tlie ntiiiiber of speculators 
for it had been his wish and it was to-day 
his wish to see this country settled up as

Ladies and Gbntlbmbn:— hi presontiiiK 
till! twenty-third annual report uf thi.s in 
stitntion, the committee of maim^'eiiiiMit 
desire to tluiiikfiiUy acknowleiljje ihv 
liberal support h'ivi'ii tn the lituiif ilun n 
the year, iind the kindly iiKiiiiirr in whu- 
their special elhirlN I'nr the niainlcn:iiice iil" 
destitute and (iri)lKin children liave bei-ii 
received. Tlie internal rnanaf^enient ol the 
home by the ladies' eonuniltee, whose 
etlorts have Ijeen so faithfully supported 
by ciiir exiierienced and excellent matron, 
has been all llial could be desired. In the 
report of 1893 the cost per capita was fiiven 
at$77.00; in 1894 the cost per capita was 
carefully estimated at $71.

This year, however, by the excel- 
lent management of the hulies and the 
exercise ol the greatest \iKihince against

During (Uir pre:<i iit linaneial depression it 
was deemed Jioi)eless to attempt tbe li(ini(l- 
atioii ul' this uniounl by v.ihintary con- 
tributiDiis, and it was therefore arranged to 
call a special meetim; of the subscribers, as 
authorized by tbe constitution, to consider 
what steps snould be taken to re'ieve the 
burden. At this meeting it was agreed to 
■ell the old orpkanage property on liae 
street and wipe oil" the debts, and failing 
in that, to secure a further sum b'ni mort- 
gage at a rate not e.tceedine 7';, per cent, 
interest. Ko sqiproved otl'er having been 
received, a mortgage of If'J, .000 was arranged 
at the low rate of li per cent. 

As far as known, all the li»bilities of the 
home (except the combined luortgnges of 
$9,S00) have been paid in full to January 
31, 1998, including all the running cx 

renses of the month, and a balance of 
750.91 cash now remains in the treasurer' 
hands towards carrying on the work 
of the year. We hope, hnwerer, that 
our friends will not sni)p(ise that 
having .$750 in hand their generous 
assistance can be modilied or ridaxed 
It should he borne in nnnd lliat the inajor 
part of till' yearlv subscriptions are rei^eived 
in December and .1 anuary of each year, and 
have only just lieen collected ; that the co; 
of maintenance goes on from day to day 
and that if even the present rate per capita 
can be continued, at least f3,700 will be" re 
quired during the year, without any pio- 
vision fur unforeseen (Hiiitiugencies. 

At the coinrneiicenient of the year tiie 
success hitherto attending the division of 
the varied work of the managers induced 
them to provide for a special standing com- 
mittee on tinance, and the following were 
named :

AN IMPERIAL SCHKMl':. 

Wo have retx'ived from the editor of 
the I.oiuloii Diiily Graphic five numbers 
of thut puper containing a series of let- 
ters. I'lilitleil, "One Queen, One Khifr, 
One Fleut," ;ui(l Higneil " Siili'iuliil 
Isoliitioii," li-eatint; of tlio relations be- 
tween Creiit l^rituiii ami lier colonies, 
together with IjjhI Wolaeley'd opinion 
of thoKe letters. The letters are most 
suggestive, and we are net surprised to 
loam that they have attracted much 
attention in England. As a scheme 
for the defence of the ICnipire 
• to the inaintenaiiec of whi('h the colon- 
ies are assiuneii to coiitriliutc their fair 
share is (lincurfsed in them, they ou;^'lit 
to exeite ua much interest in the eulon- 
ies as they did in the mother country. 
The day has come when intelligent Brit- 
ish auhjeets, wliorcver they live, seeth'U 
if the Hritish I'hn|iire is to eonliiuie and 
to he respected it imi.st lie iimre closely 
uiiiteil than it is at present. The con- 
nection between its |)aris at present is 
SO loose that it can hardly be said to be 
organized at all. 

" Splendid Isolation " in his (irst let- 
ter draws attention to the extent of the 
Empire and to tlie very large proportion 
of the human race under its sway. lie 
siiys : 

" Roughly speaking, the British race 
as far as it ia subject to Her .Majesty 
consists of three great divisions. Tliere 
are iO, 1)00,01)0 of us here at home. There 
are 10,000,000 of us in the self-governing 
< ()lonies ; and there are a couple o£ mil- 
lions oi us in the I'olonies whicii are not 
.self-novei nin^ and in India. Outside of 
and governed hv these riL'.OOO, 000 of our 
kith and kiii are lioO.ODO.OOO of 
pe()))le who, aliluingh not of 
our own race, own allegiance 
to the tiueen as her subjects or leuiia- 
torie.s. Thus there are in all -I'iO.OOO,- 
O'lO souls whose welfare is bound up with 
that of the l''lag. This is more than one- 
tliird of the entire population of the 
world ! ' ' 

This is the most niaeniltcent Knipire 
that the workl has yet seen. It is gov- 
erned iti the mildest way and kept lo- 
getlier by the snnillest possit)le e.KOi'cise 
of jihysical force. Is it likely to last? 
Does it contain the elements of stabili- 
ty? Is it worth while to try to strength- 
en it and to make itas powerful as it can 
be made? If this vast Kmpire were pro- 
perly organized it would have nothing to 
fear from isolation. 

The writer in the (irapliic is n(jt .'-en- 
tiaiental. lie sees that the Hritish I'hn- 
pire contains the elements of great 
strength, ami his object is to devise a 
selieuie by winch its iuimenso i)0esi- 
bilities e.ui be ntiiizod. He leaves what 
are eonsidereil the politii'.-; of the I'hn- 
piie to be handled hv others. lie C(jn- 
cerns himself wlKilly w ilh a pn ijeet (jf gen- 
eral dt'fenee. He would have one licet 
for the whole ICnipire, to the support of 
w hich et dony and mother country would 
conlrilfule. He would not have the 
fleet sectional. " But that fleet," he 
says, " shouUl not bo as it is 
at i)reaent, inannud and officered 
almost exclusively from th(^ jxipula- 

ti^in of the I'niled Kingd .'' 

Colonists from all p;irt.i of the 1-hnpire 
aliould be ;is eligible for positions anil 
honors a.s t!ie natives of the Three King- 
doms. 

He advocates llie formation of a 
Colonial Army Corps, the whole strengt h 
of wliicli would not he muidi over '_'.'), 000 
iitHcers am! iiieii. " 1 should like to see 
it,'' he says, " ready logo anywhere an<l 
io do any thing with our own First .\rniy 
Corps at its side, and to see it stand 
first for service in the Colonies and 
British possepsions in all parts of the 
world." l''uidher on he says : " My sug- 
gestion is contiiu'd to this: That the 
colonies ho severally invited to 
furnish one or more battalions, 
sijuadrons, eoui|ninieB, itc., so as 
to make up an army corps of the 
jieace strength of our existing First Army 
Corps, to be at the service of the Empire 
at large for Imperial purposes, and sub- 
ject to conditions to he arranged." 

"Splendid Isolation" discusses the cost 
of these contributions of the colonies to 
the general defence. '• It is calculated," 
he says, " that if in addition to the sums 
already dispensed by the colonies for 
defensive objects an amount a little ex- 
ceeding £2,000,000 (<H0,000,OO0) a year 
were available, the cost of the 
proposed measures wouki he 
covered." iie shows how this 
two millions of pounds sterling can be 
raised without increasing the burdens of 
the colonies. Uo would have Great 
Itritai,n take over all the debts of all the 
colonies, which bear an average rate of 
3'.. i)or cent., and agree to jiay her 3 per 
cent. Tfie ditrerenceof interest on .i;-l70,- 
000,000 would auionnt to the if 10,000,000 
ri'ipiired to niaintiun the colonial con- 
tiugenls to the Imperial army and navy. 
The scheme is ingenious, but wo fear that 



" .Splendid Isolation " is not exactly cor- 
rect in his figures. 

It says much for this patriotic scheme 
that it is respectfully entertained by the 
British public. .\ few years ago we ques- 
tion very mtn-h if any Knglish paper 
would have the courage to publish 
"Splendiil Isolation's" jjroposals. They 
would be denounced as absurd and the 
vrriter of the letters would be laughed 
at as a dreamer of absurd dreams. But 
tho British''and the colonial public iiave 
both during the last few feavs travelled 
far in the direction of Imperial I'edera- 
tion. The closer union of all British 
couiniuniiies is looked upon now as one 
of the possibilities whie!; it \i commend- 
able for statesmen both in the mother 
country and the colonies to aspire to, 
and "Splendid Isolation " has, even if 
his scheme is not adopted, done much 
to advance tho cause of the most bene- 
ficent kind of Imperialism ever advo- 
cated. 



IMPROVEMENTS. 



British Columbians will be glad to 
hear that it is intended to place another 
government steamer in the waters of 
their province. Such a vessel is badly 
needed. We have for some years becni 
urging t he Dominion (iovernment to do 
something towards surveying the har- 
bors, channels and straits of the jirov- 
ince. The charts, as has been proved 
over and over again, are not, in waters 
that have been little frequented, by any 
means to be relied ui)on. Roc'ks and 
shoals ilangtniiiis to navigation, whi(di 
are not nnirked on the charts, have been 
found, and the tiiuler in soini' i;ases 
has paid dearly for his experience. 
Buoys and lights and other aids to navi- 
gatim are still greatly needed in the 
Northern waters of the province. It is 
to be hoped that these wants will be soon 
supiilied. 

.\ second government vessel is needed 
to do some prospecting in the matter of 
the deei)-sea fisheries. Valuable food 
lish abound near all i)arts of the coast, 
but little is known as to the locality of 
the banks which they frequent and on 
wdnch they feed. A vessel uniler proper] 
direction would, we are satistied, make] 
many valuable discoveries in this| 
direction in two or three seasons. 

And then there are the smugglers to { 
be looked after and the unlicensed yen - ' 
dors of spirituous liquors. We have j 
heard bitter complaints of the mischief 
done by illicit traders of one kind and I 
another along the coast. It would, we be- 1 
lieve, pay the government to have a ves- 
sel on the coast to put ilown snuigglitig. i 
Legitimate trade would be benelitedby, 
the energy and the vigilance of a pre- 1 
ventive service. i 



tion of British sealers by inserting 
these claims, it became necessary, 
however, to submit the convention 
again to 'the British Government.

Anyway, the 
settlement is by these means delayed 
and the irritation prolonged, and these 
are the purposes of the Senate, led by 
that drunken rascal, United Snites Sen- 
ator Morgan, who proposed the amend- 
ment, and whoso animosity towards 
Great Britain is particularly active when 
he is in his cups. With nine million dol- 
lars of the money ijaid by Great Britain 
ontlio.^labamaarbitralioninits treasury, 
wliich it can find no just claimant for, 
and which, therefore, in etjuity belongs 
to England, the United States Congress 
baggies over the payment of $-ll-'.5,000, 
agreed upon by its own government as 
conipensatisn to British sealers. It is 
just such dodges and trickery as tlieso 
tiiat convince people of other nations 
that the people of the United States will 
not play fair whether the game in hand 
be business, politics or yachting. To get 
ahead of its opponents by trickery or 
sharp practice of any kind is considered 
clever and commendable on the part of 
the nation.

" In the line of original historical research 
a iiuml>criif important maniiseripts, letters, 
.*,(■., pertaining to early lit'c in liritish Col- 
umbia have lieen ohlaliied and copied, anil 
a number of others are in view. 'V'ery ct)ii- 
sideral siihsidiarv data have been obtained. 

" .\s the duties ol StAliatieian are, h^ Act 
of Parliament, allied with those of Librar- 
ian, I may state tiiat the returns of British 
C'ohunhia in the Dominion blue books re- 
lating til trade, commerce, lishing, slii]!- 
pioL', iVc, have been collected and brought 
down to date from the Iieriod of Confeil- 
eralion. and when iiuie.xeil will form 
a convenienl reference for the jiast 
twenty-live vears. Ui'turns from the as- 
sessnuuit rolls of all the miinicipi'Uties in 
the i)rovincc forthe year ISiri have been re- 
ceived and tabulated. A classified .state- 
ment of recpints and expenditure and as- 
aets atid liahiiitiesof all the municipalities; 
and returns of mortgaKea on real estate, 
chattel mortgages, bills of sale, assign- 
ments, etc., have also been received. 

" During the jiresent yeai' attention will 
he paid to industrial and soeial statistics, 
anil the tabulation of [irovincial returns. 
No ilitlleulty has been experienced in ob- 
taining information by circular I'ornis sent 
out to various ollicials of the province, 
wlio, althougli there has been considerable 
delay in some instances, have invariably 
responded courteously."

Prior to the ndjouriiiiieiit Trustee I'.cdyea 
gave notice of his intention to move at the 
next regular iiieetiiig of the board for the 
appointment and payiiieiit of a city super- 
intendent of schools, and also lo inlrodiice 
the following resolution : 

" Whereas by section Is.i of the school 
act it is the duty of the board of trustees to 
provide sullicient school iiccomniodalion 
and tuition free of charge lo all children in 
the district between six and sixteen years 
of age; and whi'icas bv section 'M of the 
school act the bnard of 'trustees of anv city 
seliiiol district may by resolution declare' it 
is desirable that tuition fees ahuuld be paid 
in respect of pupils attending at' any 
high school situate within its limits ; and 
whereas il isdcsirablto maintain t be prineir.^ 
pie of free education in the public sidiool sys- 
tem as provided hy said seetioii of the 
school act ; and whereas this board deems 
it advisable that atnilion lee be idiarged all 
pujuls alteiiding the High sehool over Ihe 
age of sixlecu years, llieri'fore resolved, 

that on and after'ihe Isl next a tuition 

lee ol j; - per leriii be [laiil by all Iiupils 
alleiiiling the Victoria High school who are 
over sixteen years of age, subject never- 
theless lo the discretion of this boartl as 
provide<l in said section 38." 

At last evening's meeting of the board it 
was decided to extend tbe time for the lirst 
collection of the High school tuition fee 
until the lirst .Monday in -April. Il was 
also announced thai Miss .\rroWsmitli will 
resume her class in the Central school on 
Monday next, while Mr. .Muir will eoii- 
tiiiue in charge of the fourth division of the 
High school until such lime as a perman- 
ent arrangement may be made for the re- 
taining of his services.

The jHib- 
liealion of the letter was, under the cir- 
cumstances, an error and unjustiliable, 
and our apolopieH are hereby tendered 
to Messrs. Weldon and Cahan, and to 
Sir Charles Tupper." 



which the iptantity already deed- 
ed was only a trilling 1.521,-lf 1 acres. 
At this rate, taking the ratio for the last 
21 years, it would reiiuirc 3,,5.'<0 years lo set- 
tle up the province. (I.aughtcr and ap- 
phiuse.) Looking at the matter in this 
light, was there any great reason for alarm, 
even should 500,000 acres bo sold in a year 
and the proceeds applied to the best pur- 
poses for which money could be applied — 
the education of the children of the prov- 
ince? (Applause.) He had at lirst heard 
objections to the bill from persons who 
were opposed to speculators. He therefore 
said he iiuist have some security against 
such a contingency. (Apphuise.) The 
Premier had said be would do all that was 
piissible 111 guard agiiinst the danger of the 
specMilatoiH monopolizing the land, and so 
it had been agreeil that not more than lilO 
acres in alternate blocks could be 
taken up on the warrants. If 
a man bought land, however, and paid 
taxes on it be was not likely to keeji it out 
ot use very long, 'flic argument thai Ihe 
province could not borrow money as easily 
when crown lands were sold as when lliey 
were lying idle in Ihe possession of the 
provilice was u mistake. He assured tbe 
inecUng that it W!is cpiite safe tii leave this 
bill in the bands ol their representatives, 
wdio w-ere only mo eager to meet tbe views 
of the people "and lo place the country in a 
iietter position than it is now. Their mem- 
bers would, he assured them, do what they 
could to forward any scheme having iii 
view the settlement of the country. 
(Applause.) 

.Mr. H. Dallas ilelmcken, M.l'.l'., was 
conlirnu'd in bis opinion by what he h.-id 
heard to-night thai Ihe bill was a good one. 
It had in it the best means that could be 
devised I'nr giving educat ion lo the children 
of the loMViiice. He wished to see every 
hoy and girl given such an education as 
would enable them to hold their own in 
life. The province reijuired $'220,000 for 
ediicatiomd purposes, and it was unfair 
that the general revenue should be heavily 
taxed for it. If Jieople were induced to buy 
lands it was a step in the right direction. 
If a mail houglil land with Hie warrant be 
was not going to hold it unproductive for 
llie mere fun of paying taxes on it. He he. 
licvcd in the land being kept for the 
setiler, but how were they going lo 
settle the innermost recesses of tlie 
province? Then' was a genlliuiian 
(pointing to Mr. Kithetl who wasgivingthis 
matter his attention, who he tbuught would 
bring it about some day. (This allusion to 
the iiritish Facilic was greeted with loud 
applause.) Mr. Marcbant had intimated 
that the government might divert tho mon- 
ey obtained under the powers of tho bill, 
from Its proper uses. 
Jlr. Marchanl— " I did not say that." 
That was the impression Mr. Mnrchant's 
remarks left in his mind, continued Mr. 
Ilelmcken, but he did not believe 
that the Government or ai'iy nienibcr 
of the house would permit such a thing, 
Turning to tbe motion .Mr. Ilelmcken hoped 
it would nut be passed, for he and the 
other members should have an opportunity 
tu fully discuss the bill, and he believed, 
moreover, that the bill would add to the 
prosperity of tho province. 

Mr. Ali^xiinder Wilson in one of his cliar- 
aeleristic luldresses christened the meas- 
ure under debate a bill of false i)rclences, 
and belli that the government should he 
asked to withdraw it. 

Mr, II. II .lameson, who had been cbielly 
responsible for the calling of tbe meeting, 
considereil that the present ex|ienditure on 
education was beyond the nieaas of the 
province, and thought tliat it should be 
curtailed. 

Mr. Cotton, M.l'.P., held that the bill was 
a reversion of the jiolicy on which the gov- 
ernment had been returned lo power — a 
bill for the speculator and against the 
people. Incidentally he explained that if 
the Hritisb I'acilic was a good bill, it would 
receive his beailv support.
